2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Both, Lekhtman (US 5,337,753 A) and Leon et al (US 5,365,934 A) teach using 
active and common mode electrodes as described in the Applicant's admitted prior art 
in the "Background of the Invention" section of the Specification. 

Bates (US 6, 1 65, 1 29 A) teaches removable "display device" 49 from a "pulse 
measurement device" 10. 

Richter (US 6,1 15,629 A) teaches a "ESD protection circuit" 105 (see fig. 1A). 

In regards to independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach a bio- 
signal measurement coupled to a negative feedback difference common mode signal 
and a buffer/balanced circuit , wherein the buffer/balanced circuit is fed back to the 
negative feedback difference common mode signal , and wherein both negative 
feedback difference common mode signal and buffer/balanced circuit providing a circuit 
with a self common point electrode potential .
